and for form He be made in his Creators Image. 

And for this we conceive 4 double reaſon , the one from 
' God, the other from Man : from God becauſe Fle is(not- 
With Randing this his work of Creation, that ts, ) of bring- | 
ing another thing beſides Fimſelfe into Ele, 4nd ſo inte 
open view, yet weſay, He ts ) ſtill infinite, and ſonowhit 
leſſened, or any Way Impayred, either in quality of Eſſence, 

.or in abtlity of perpetuity. For all excellency or, gosdneſs 
is fontally in Him , and what excellency or goodnt/s ſoever 
win any Creature, it is but guttula illius formoſicatis,

bonitatis,ſuavitatis quzelt in Creatore': Which, being 
ſeveredfrom God, doth ther-upon inſtantly periſh,&- turne 
to nothing.

Fm good, and conſtantly the ſame Fee was, according to 
that ſtamp and tinftare Which Flee received from God in 
bu Creation. So that Mans perfeFtion u not ſo excellent as 
his Makers, nonor any whit equivalent ther-unto , becauſe 
per feftion in Man is but as a beame of glorie iſſuing from 
| God the fountain of glory: Wheras in God? it is originally 
eſſentiall,and everlaſtingly infinite. 

Again Man is not ſo excellent as bis Maker, for wee 
muſt conſider his originall matter, wher-on He was nade , 
hich was Nothing : now this Nothing, by the opera- 
tive Goodneſs of God, bas made (omething, and this 
ſomething W«s made Man bearing the ſtampof his (rea- 
tors goodneſs.let this goodnes in Man,though derived from 
the unchangeable goodneſs of God, Was not otherwiſe than 
changeably good : becauſe it was now ſeated or inherent in 
4 diſſoluble ſubjeFt of a changeable diſpoſition,able to ſtand 
in,or fall from its goodnes as it « elf ſhould reſolve. 

Now, Iſay, the receptivitie of created matter affords 
no room for unchangeable goodnes. As it ſtood with Gods 
goodnes to make Man good, yea and Tvery good: ſo it ſtood 
with the nature of Mans eſſence being a made matter, not 
tobe capable of unchangeable goodnes. For unchangeable-

neſs jou immutability in goodneſs is proper onely to Omny- 


orency, or the creating Power, becauſe that onely hath 
ſubſiſtence in it ſelfe , which ſubſy tence in it ſelfe ts that- 
onely which gives life and being to unchangeablneſs. Nor 
againe can the thing created comprehend the Creators good- 
. neſs becauſe that is finite, this infinite : and it 'a certaine 
rule, Minus non habet in fe mayus, and therefore Mar 
cannot comprehend bis Makers goodneſs. Which if we ſhould 
fondly imagine, that God, if Hee had pleaſed, might have 
made Man 1 abſolutely and conſtantly good like Him ſelfe,no 
Way liable to change or alteration : then we muſt alſoi ma- 
gine that Man ſhould have bin more than made in the 
image of God, or after bis likeneſs for then hee fhould 
have? bin all one with his ( reatour, both in Eſſence and 
ualitie : for there us lefs difference betwixt| the E- 
ſence of God , and nnchangeable goodneſs, than betwixt 
fire, and the beat thereof . or the Sunne aud the light 
thereof though the one really and infeparably expreſs the 
other, For ſet any ſubjet m ſuch an equall diſtance to the 
fire , as that it ſhall receive the heat thereof, and yet . 
not be enflamed. therewith : or conveigh the light of the 
Srnne by a refleting object to enlighten a darke Tady Jet 
that heat, or this light thus divided from their proper 
feats and ' ſubjefts, i neither the heat of the fire, nor 


yet the light of the Sx: their fubje(ts bemg hot, or gt, 


remiſſs gradibus,, perhaps that but Warme, it may be this 
buc | 
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but dim. Whereas the true heat of the fire in its proper na- 
ture and quality doth alwaies burne and conſume ; and the 
true light in the body of the Sun doth alwaies dazie and - 
confound the ſenſe of all humane ſight to behold it.

this light, being but dim, did both of them come originally 
the one from the very fire, the other from the very Sun.

But here 1 know ſome objeft the condition of the bleſſed

able : to which I anſwer, it followes no more, that becauſe 
they have not fallen from their goodneſs,that therefore their 
goodneſs is unchangeahle, then becauſe a cleare Criſtall 
glaſs is not yet broken, or a faire timber-houſe is not yet 
burnt, that theone is not brickle,nor the other combuſlible.

their reſiſtance are now ſo confirmed in their goodneſs, (or 
elſe byſome other than by an infuſed or created power, are 
now/o upholden ana enabled) that they ſhall never fall: the 
Providence of God over them enabling them to ſtand. 
But to returne to the goodneſs in Man : let us know it 
Was changeable. that is, might continue ,or vaniſheven as 
him-ſelfe would: as that warm heat br dim light might laſt, 
or be extinft, as their ſubje&ts were kept to, or| removed-

condition: the image of Godin hun after which he was made, 
to wit in bus Natural & Perſonall Eſſence , remaining 
what it Þas,Þut the likenes or {1militude of God in that 
image,bein g altogether depraved and ſpoiled in the beauti- 
full form & qualities ther-of : bis Good, being turned mto 
Hl . his Knowledge, into Ignorance , bis Holines, into:
